HISTORY. 


Mr, J. O. P. Bland writes to tha 
Times: 

In the course of “the recent de- 
bate on the Supplementary  Ey- 
timates for the Shanghai Defences 
Force, Mr. Pethick-Lawrence 
said!—"In the interesls of trado 
between Britain and China, the 
less we relied, on force and the 
more we relied on reason the bet- 
ter.”

In the meanwhile, may I be al- 
lowed to cite certain authorita- 
tive opinions to the contrary, 
Which appear.to have the merit of 
a direet pearing upon the cireum- 
stances and needs of: the present 
situation? In 183! the represen- 
latives of the Mast India Com- 
pany at Canton, addressing ‘the 
Governor-General of India, ob-

Minister to China, replying to an 
addvess by the American and Bri- 
tish merchants at Shanghai, said: 


Firm Pressure Needed. 


Progress-in China could only [ 


he achieved by friendly but firm 
pressure and by insistence upon 
dug -cbyervance of the Treaties. 
If we undertake to yo back and 
to make reparation for all the 
crimes and errors of the past; I 
fear that we shall not make much 
progress in the future. We can 
only accept the present and pro- 


fit. by experience, and if experi-, 


enee teaches anything, it is that 
neither forbearance nor persua- 
sion has ever advanced the: cause 
of elyilisation a single step in 
this country.

The Foreign Office has issued 
a memorandum on labour condi- 
tions in. China in the course of 
which It states that the lack of 


accurate Information is the cause | 


of' man unfounded charges 
brought HA Britain against British 
employers of labour in China. 

The: memorandum outlines the 
charges which are concerned with 
the employment of cheap labour 
and says that the misstatements 
to some extent arise from honest 
ignorance of a very complicated 
and Httle known, subject. 

It proceeds to explain that 
nearly the whole of the capital in- 
vested in the factories is Chinese, 
British interests in China are 
overwhelmingly those of traders 
only and in a most insignificant 
degree those of the cupitalist or 
Jabour employer. ‘The influence 
of foreign cupitalists, bofh Bri- 
tish and Japanese, inasmuch - as 
they have established higher stand- 
ards and introduced humanitarian 
ideas, is entirely beneficent. 

The memorandum ig of the op- 
inion that the disappearance of the 
Concessions and of extrality will 
probably militate against the im- 
provement of conditions. On the 
other hand the growth of the 
power and influence of the Na- 
tionalists, which (on paper at 
Jeast) has adopted a labour 
policy, may promote such improve- 
ment, 


British Challenge. 


Conditions in. foreign factories, 
particularly British and Japanese, 
are better than inthe. Chinese 
factories. A high proportion of 
the few British factories ehallenge 
comparison with any in the world, 
The movement for securing better 
labour conditions was initiated and 
led, by foreigners, both mission- 
aries and capitalists, The Chin- 
esd, with a few brilliant exceptions 
were generally apathetic, and the 
Chinese labour

“POLITICAT, ARGUMENT” AND

A violent*‘scene in Lisle Street, 

London, was described at Bow 
Street Police Court’ when two 
young men, John Wood and Wil- 
liam H. de Bruin, the latter a na-: 
tive of South-Africa, were charged 
with being drunk and disorderly. 
Wood was further charged with 
assiulting a policeman, ‘ 

, Both prisoners, a3 well as the 
principal witness, had black eyes. 
Evidence was given that the pri- 
soners were surrounded by a hos- 
tile crowd, some of whom alleged 
that the men had spat’ on the 
Union Jack. "They refused to go 


uway, and Wood struck a police f 


constable a viclent blow in the eye. 

Both men became extremely 
violent when taken into custody, 
and it required six policemen to 
get them to the station. 

Detective-Sergeant Lynch said 
it was with the greatest difficulty 
that he prevented De Bruin from 
biting him. ; 

De Bruin said he could not help 
biting the officer because he twiat- 
cd his arm, and'ho was in great 
agony. He also alleged that the 
oflicer struck. him twice in the eye. 
This was denied. : ! 

In cross-examination, De Bruin 
said atthe last public-house they 
visited: they, were refused drink. 
He had seven or dight glasses of 
beer, but was not drunk. There 
was a political argument which 
resulted in a crowd becoming hos- 
tile, ‘ 

Wood was fined 20s, for heing 
drunk and disorderly, and a fur- 
ther 40s, for assaulting the con- 


ing drunk and disorderly. 


Playing a game of netball soon 
after eating her dinner, Constance 
Matthews, 17, ‘of - Station-road, 
Forest-gate, was taken iH and 
died next day. :

Counsel said the statement that 
plaintiff had attempted to eut his 
throat with a knife was a fabrics.

The asscrtions regarding the

The Magistrate made the recep- 
tion order, and the captain was in 
the asylum to the end of 1923, 
Tho captain went out.Jjn October, 
and on December 11 he went to see 
friends and outstayed his leave. 

In March of the following year 
he became free from the reception 
order. A certificate was obtained 
from others that ho was perfectly . 
sane, and the reception order was. 
dischatged, : 


“Worse Than Death.” 


The effect of the reception order 
in the case of a sane min was 
somcthing worse than death, add- 
ed counsel. It branded him as an 
insane person, and that brand re- 
mained on him all his life. 

Counsel went on to describe the 
history of the plaintiff. and his 
wife. The captain, he , stated, 
went to Canada at the age of 19, 
and.Iate became adancher, In 
1914 he sold out and came to Eng- 
lund, joined the Army, and went to 
France. He obtained an Army 
commission in the Royal Field 
Artillery, In 1916 he was sent 
home owing to his sight becomifig 
defective. Afterwards he was sent 
to India nnd wont to Mesopot- 
amia, ; "S 

In 1917 he was invalided home 
because he had become almoat 
blind. Thereafter he returned to 
Canada, and when staying at the . 
Windsor Hotel, Montreal, he met 
a woman who became «his wife. 
She was then only 19 years of age 
and very attractive, and they be- 
cume married a fortnight after 
they met euch other. After a visit 
to England they ‘went.to ranch in 
eRe but later returned to Eny- 
and. ee 

“Counsel said that the captain 
had the best reasons for, believing | 
that his wife had been unfaithful’ 
to him, While living at’ Malmes- 
bury she confessed that a medical 
officer had visited shor at her flat. 
She wrote a confession and signed 
it, .Plaintiil then , forgave her, 
and they became reconciled again. 


The Phblic Works Committee of 
Bedford Corporation has decided 
not to’ let cither the .

REAR-ADMIRAL 
Ds.O. 


G. J, TODD, 


‘The death is announced of Rear- 
Admiral George Jumes Todd, 
1.8.0; retired, Entering the 

© Royal Navy in January, 1838, he 
first went to sea two years later 
in the Dreadnought in the Medi-’ 
terravean. Tle was promoted to 
Sub-Lieutenant in March, 1894, 
and to Licutenant in June, 1894. 
Later he, took up destroyer work, 
commanding the Bruizer and the 
Coquette. In 1905 he was given 
command of the river gunboat 
Woodcock, in China, and was pro- 
moted to Commander at the end 
of 1907. rom 1911 to 1914 he 
commanded the gun-veasel Sphinx 
in the Persian Gulf, but at the 
mobilisation for war joined the 
cruiser Isis, He left her nt tae 


end of 1914 to command: the 
erniser Amethyst, in which he 
served at the Dardanelles.

Canberra, the garden city capit- 
al of Australia, is now growing 
rapidly on a lovely tableland, 1800 
fect above the sen, where the sun's 
raya are tempered by the winds 
from the snow-capped mountains 
(writes a Daily Express corres- 
pondent.) The graceful contours 
of the site provide a natural set- 
ting for the most interesting &x- 
periment ever ‘made in town-plan- 
ning. 


A hundred years may elapse be- 
fore the great coneeption of tho 
artist-architect (a Chicago man 
who won the pyiza for the best 
design for the city) is fully rea- 
lised, but in the meantime the 
builders are following the lines 


of the plan, hoping that within tho, 


lives of the present generation 
Canberra may be famous ‘as the 
nearest possible approach to. per- 
fection, t 


Pioneer herdsmen took up the 
tract of ‘country, ‘of which Can- 
berra is now the’centre 100 years 
‘ago. The land was not suited for 
intense cultivation. Flocks grazed 
peacefully throughout the century 
until twelve years ago, when an 
army of town builders started to 
dig ‘the foundations of the future 
capital. 

The Federal lands, hee: 900 
square miles in extent. They 
were acquired by ‘the Oommon- 
wealth for a few pounds an acre. 
It is now impossible to purchase 
an ineh of land in the territory. 
Suecegsiye Governments of all 
partics have been unwavering’ in 
upholding the policy of non-aliena- 
tion, Business and residential 
blocks are sold on a ninety-nine 
yours’ lease subject to re-appraise- 
ment after twenty years, Land 
speculation is’ thug eliminated,
